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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. Restriction to one of the 
following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372: 

I. Group I, claim(s) 1-59, drawn to the apparatus, classified in class 607, 
subclass 116. 

II. Group II, claim 60, drawn to a method of inducing and prolonging asystole, 
classified in class 128, subclass 419. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by 
another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can 
be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In 
this case, the electrodes and specific tubes can be used for more than just cardiac 
devices. For example, the devices and the nasogastric and endotracheal tubes can be 
used to trigger ventilatory support to assist with a patient's respiration {see abstract of 
Patent 6,588,423). 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Invention I is not required for Invention II or Invention III, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Katrina M. Quicker on 3-28-05 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. The attorney would like to discuss the above restriction requirement with her 
client before making an election.
